MOTHER KILLS HER THREE CHIL- 
DREN AND HERSELF. 


MUST HAVE BEEN INSANE. 


She Was the Wife of C. W. Green, 
Traveling Passenger Agent of 
; the Big Four Railway. 


KANSAS CITY, Mo., Aug. 2%.—Neighbors 
who. broke into the home of C. W. Green, 
traveling passenger agent of the Big Four 
Railway, this forenoon, found the three 
children, two boys, aged respectively 13 and 
6 years, and a girl, aged 9, lying dead in bed. 
They had been shot and instantly killed as 
they slept. In another part of the house 
(irs. Green, also dead, lay upon the floor 
weliering in ter own blood. The woman, 
supposedly while insane, had apparently 
first killed her children then dispatched 
hereelf, using a revolver. 


None of the neighbors had seen any, 


of the Green family since Wednesday. 
Wednesday night between 1 and 2 o'clock 
some of them recalled to-day they had 


heard shots coming from the. direction | 


of the Green household, but no particular 
attention was paid to the matter. This 
forenoon H. D. Clark, a neighbor, ca!led at 
the house, and finding no sign of life, opened 
a window and began an investigation. 
Nothing on the first floor indicated any- 
thing was wrong and he went upstairs. 
There in their bed lay the three children, 
the bedclothes and themselves bespattered 


with blood that had flowed from their | 


wounds. Each bore an ugly bullet hole in 
the head, plainly indicating the manner of 
their death. The bedclothes were hardly 
mussed, showing the children to have died 
without a strugele. 

Further search revealed the dead body 
of Mrs. Green stretched across the thresh- 
hold of her own bedroom. A revolver lay 
at her side. She was dressed in a nigiit- 
gown and had apparently suddenly become 
crazed in the night, risen and committed 
the terrible crime. She ts said to have been 
addicted to morphine. 

Mrs. Green was 88 years old. Mr. Green 
who its the traveling passenger agent for 
this territory for the Big Four Railroad, 
left the ality a week ago last Tuesday fora 
trip to Salt.

Then she went on to tell how she had 
made millions through speculations in the 
Sugar Trust. She talked wildl®, waving 
her hands, and made such a disturbance 
that President W. H. Lee, who was in his 
office, heard her. 
He came out and approached her. Placing 
his hand on her own he told her that if she 
would wait a few moments until the money 


could be counted he would give it to her. 
She did not want to wait, but insisted on 
being paid at once. 
Mr. e ‘started to talk to her again, when 
she sprung at him. She caught him by the 
collar and tried to pull him to the flocr.

HE WILL FALL IN LINE. 


The New York State Convention Sure 
to Stand for the Ticket and 
Hill Will Not Bolt.

ALBANY, N. Y., Aug. 2%.—Democratic 
sentiment toward Senator Hill has changed 
wonderfully since his courtesies to Mr.

SPRINGFIELD, Ill., Aug. 27.—To William 
8. Forman, Esq., East St. Louis, Ill.: Sir- 
My attention has been called to the fact 
that while I was away from home you 
emerged from the brush and made some 
insinuations against me, and also made an 


attack upon two dead men. 

I have made it a rule not to notice attacks 
upon myself, coming from personal and po- 
litical animosity, and have found that in 
time the caluminators are buried in their 
own slime. While your entire article is 
made up of malicious, false and slanderous 
trash, that had been repeatedly published 
in partisan newspapers, and while all of it, 
that any living men know anything about, 
has by them been branded as false and ma- 
liclous, and does not call for any further 
notice, it is urged by prominent Democrats 
that as you are trying to pose before the 
people of this State, you should be asked 
to step out of the shadow into the sunlight 
and experience a new sensation. 

It is to be regretted that this campaign 
promises to be bitter and full of personal 
vituperation, and it is still more to be re- 
gretted that the first gun, loaded with per- 
sonal calumny, should have been fired, not 
by the Republicans, but by a man and a set 
of men to whore the Democratic party has 
given bread to eat, and who, because they 
cannot now control that party, are trying 
to destroy it, not by a manly fight in front, 
but by a skulking fusillade in the rear.

GEN. HARRISON’S SPEECH. 


Opening of the Republican Campaign 
in New York. 


NEW YORK, Aug. 28.—E£-President Ben- 
jamin Harrison made a long speech at 
Carnegie Hall last night to an audience of 
5,000 people. A large number were turned 
away when the house was full. He was 
received with unstinted applause, which 
continued through his address as he made 
his points. Gen. Harrison was preceded in a 
characteristic speech by Chauncey M. De. 
pew, chairman of the meeting, and follow- 


ed in a short address by David J. Hill 
Rochester, John Wanamaker and M, 
Hanna. 

Gen. Harrison began by saying he wag on 
the Republican retired list, not by reason 
of the age limit, but to give younger men 
a chance, He said he had never had so much 
respect for so many Democrats as he had 
now, and dwelt at length on the propriety 
of bolting when essential principles of any 
party have been departed from. He re- 
ferred to the financial question and then 
made a vigorous attack on that part of the 
Chicago platform -which refers to the Su- 
preme Court and the course of the Presi- 
dent. It was, in his opinion, one of the vital 
questions of the campaign. The dignity of 
the courts and the power of the executive 
should always be upheld. 

The Chicago Convention, he said, was 
revolutionary. The nominations were made 
and the platform was adopted in a spirit 
of frenzy. 

The tariff and income tax were discussed 
and the standard Republican view of these 
questions was vigorously maintained. The 
bond sales had been made necessary by the 
deficit in the treasury and Democratic leg- 
islation was responsible for the deficit.

STOLEN GOODS 
AT FRIEDMAN'S 


RESULT OF A RAID ON A SECOND- 
HAND DEALER. 


-KEPT A FENCE FOR BURGLARS. 


Some of the Plunder Recovered Has 
Been Identified by Persons Who 
Were Robbed. 


Friday morning a wagon load of goods 
supposed to be stolen were displayed on 
chairs and desks in Chief of Detectives 
Desmond's office, and persons who have 
suffered from recent robberies passed along 
the line to see if any of their stolen property 
was among the collection. 

The goods were found by the police in the 
second-hand stores of Ike Friedman, 1928 
and 1504 Franklin avenue. Friedman is in 
jail, charged with receiving stolen property. 

M. Weinberg, a tailor at 823 Market street, 
Claimed 44 bolts of woolens, worth $500, 
and a suit of clothes and an overcoat. Mrs. 


©. Paddock identified a Winchester rifle, a 
valise and a number of silk dresses, stolen 
from her home, at 3426 Washington avenue, 
by burglars the night of July 23. 

For several months Detectives Badger 
and Frese, who watch pawn shops and 
second-hand stores, have been keeping an 
eye on Friedman’s places. The proprietor 
was informed that he would have to show 
them each day everything he purchased. 
In that way a great many stolen articles 
were recovered from the two stores, but 
Be blame could be attached to the proprie- 
or. 

Two months ago Friedman rented a room 
Over the rear of his store at 1928 Franklin 
avenue without informing Frese and 
Badger. 

The day _after the Weinberg burglary a 
wagon load of goods were stored in the new 
room and the detectives never knew any- 
thing about them. A “ey after that a negro 
expressman named Jenkins hauled a bureau 
and a trunk from the room over the store. 

The drawers in the bureau were packed 
with goods and securely nailed. The trunk 
was locked and heavy. 

By instructions of Friedman. Jenkins 
drove the express wagon, with the bureau 
and trunk, to Jefferson avenue and Olive 
street. and then back to the Reliable Stor- 
age Warehouse at 96 North Twentieth 
Street, only a block from the store.. 

Jenkins stored the articles there under the 
name of William Metzger, following the in- 
structions given him by Friedman. 

Three weeks ago Special Officers Gaffney 
and Joyce of the Third Police District got 
the information that a negro named Jenkins 
had hauled a bureau, tightly packed and 
securely nailed, from Friedman's store 
through a circuitous réute to a warehouse. 
They found Jenkins and got his story. Then 
Chief Desmond and Assistant Prosecuting 
Attorney Johnson were consulted. and Gaff- 
ney and Joyce were instructed to go to the 
warehouse. They broke open the bureau 
and the trunk, and found that the goods 
they contained were the forty-four bolts of 
woolens stolen from Weinberg. 

Then the raid was planned, and Thursday 
afternoon a patrol wagon with six special 
Officers and two detectives took everything 
of value in both of Friédman’s stores. 

The proof against Friedman as a “fence” 
for the gang of'nine burglars captured at 
ls21 Market street seems very slight. The 
burglars admit robbing the home of Mrs. 
Paddock and selling the rifle, the valise and 
the silk dresses to Friedman, but they insist 
that that was all they ever sold to him.

This clause releases the lighting com- 
panies from their 5 per cent payments to 
the city, on condition that the city is to be 
relieved of its portion of the expense in 
constructing the subways, for its private 
wires, such as police an fire circuits. 

Mr. Pauley figures that the lighting com- 
panies already owe the city about 000 
and that the city’s outlay on the subwa 
will not cost over $110,000. Therefore 
does not see why the city should lose 
$50,000 by the provisions of the Keyes bill. 
As for the Sutter. bill Mr. Pauley claims 
it is a monopoly with an exclusive right to 
dig holes in every street, boulevard and 
alley in the city, for which it gives no ade- 
quate return.

FRED RYAN STABBED HIMSELF 
MANY TIMES. 


FOUGHT FIERCELY TO DIE. 


A Love-Crazed Man’s Desperate Ef- 
forts to Kill Himself Witnessed 
by a Big Crowd. 


The desperate fight between a policeman 
and a loved-crazed, b ing man on Sev- 
enth street between Pine and Olive, at- 
tracted a crowd of many hundred persons. 

Fred Ryan, a waiter at Koerner’s Gar- 
den, stepped out of Lavin’s saloon, oppo- 
site Engine House No. 6, at 10:45 Friday 
morning. He went to the edge of the side- 
walk and looked down at the paving stones. 

Patrolman Ed Fox of the Central District 
was standing at Seventh and Pine streets. 

Suddenly Ryan shoved his hand down in 
his trousers pocket and drew forth a large 
barlow knife. He opened the blade quickly 
and plunged the sharp steel into the side 
of his neck. 

Two women who were passing saw the 
act and while one screamed the other stag- 
gered up against the window of the saloon 
and fell. 

The scream attracted Patrolman Fox, 
who ran to the crazed man. 

Ryan had plunged the knife into his 
throat twice more and was about to do it 
again when Fox grabbed him. 

The two men struggled on the sidewalk. 
A crowd gathered and multiplied every mo- 
ment until the street became congested with 
the curious pedestrians from Olive and Pine 
streets. It was the busy shopping hour 
and many women were in the crowd. 

The two men wrestled, the biood from the 
wounds in Ryan’s neck ran down his clothes 
and was smeared over the uniform of the 
policeman. Fox Spally got the knife and 
threw it to the ground. He then caught 
Ryan by the sleeve and was about to elbow 
a way through the crowd with him when 
Ryan drew from another pocket a pearl- 
handled knife and jabbed ..mself on the 
other side of the neck. 

The struggled was renewed and again Fox 
wrestled with the desperate man. The 
policeman finally got that knife and got 
more b) on himself. 

Then Ryan quickly drew a sharp-pointed, 
three-cornered file from his upper vest 

ocket and plunged the steel go far into 
his neck that the point seemed to’ touch the 
vertebrae, 

Fox grabbed at the instrument, but Ryaa 
dodged and fell to the sidewalk, the crowd 
pushed out a little and Ryan tumbled the 

liceman over on the pavement by catching 

im about the legs. 

The men locked arms on the paving and 
wrestied, Ryan determined to die and Fox 

9! determined that he should not 
kill himself. 

During the etruggle on the ground the 
file was still in Ryan’s neck, and he made 
every effort to prevent the policeman from 
drawing it. They were both covered with 
blood. The policeman’s hands and face 
were as bloody as those of Ryan, 

Excitement in the crowd ran at a high 
pitch. Those who came late crowded and 
pushed toward the center, and those on 
the inside circle pushed out to give the 
bloody tontestants room. Those in the 
center of the crowd were squeezed, but they 
could not get out. 

Only those very near the two men knew 
what was going on. Most of the people 
believed that a criminal was butchering a 
policeman. 

Finally Fox got his hand up to Ryan's 
neck and drew the file out of the flesh. 

Then he threw Ryan over on his back and 
got on t of him and told a man in the 
crowd to telephone for an ambulance, 

The man who had been given the message 
could not force his way out of the crowd, 
but he passed the word back until a man 
on the edge of the throng ran to a drug store 
and telephoned the City Dispensary to send 
an ambulance. | 

Fox held his man until the ambulance 
with the excited horses and the clanging 
gong made a path through the crowd. 

Ryan was too weak from the loss of blood 
to ones ony sermida ble resistance and he 
was put into e conveyance and tak 
the ty Hospital. " os 

Ryan refused to say where he lived, but 
said he had loved a gil and she did not 
reciprocate, so that he desired to die. He 
is years old, 

Dr. Sutter says his condition is very se- 
rious. 

It developed in the afternoon that Ryan’s 
attempt was due to his inability to make a 
living for himself and a young woman 
named Bessie Phillips, whom he brought 
here a few months ago from Hot Springs.

THE MARKETS. 


ST. LOUIS, Aug. 28. 

In its threshing returns up to date on the North- 
western spring wheat crop the Market Record of 
Wednesday presents an array of figures that, com- 
pared with those of a year ago, show a yield half 
to three-quarters below that of 1895. rom 3829 
fields in Minnesota the yieli ranged from 51-3 bu 
to 27 bu per acre, the majority from 10 to 12 bu, 
where last year the range was 8 to 36 bu, the ma- 
jority near 20 bu. South Dakota's yield is from 
9 to 19 bu, against 6 to 25% bu last year, and 
North Dakota 7 to 16% bu, against 15 to 34 bu. 

The Hungarian Minister of Agriculture has Is- 
sued his annual estimate on the world’s crop of 
breadstuffs. He places this year’s yield of wheat 
at 2,337,500,000 bu and of rye at 1,201,000,000 bu. 
As compared with the final revised total for 1895, 
this shows a shortage of 141,750,000 bu in wheat 
and 159,000,000 bu in rye, a total reduction of 
300,750,000 bu in the breadstuffs crop of the 


Liverpool receipts this week were 420,000 bu 
wheat—341,000 bu from this country—and 367,000 
bu corn. Compared with last year this is 240,000 
bu in wheat, but the proportion larger from this 
side, and corn receipts 265,000 bu larger. For 
corresponding week last year 776,000 bu wheat 
received, of which only 210,000 bu American.

SALVATION CAPTAIN ANDERSON 
AND MINNIE MAY. 


HE TELLS HOW SHE ACTED. 


Belleville’s Nineteenth Century St. 
Kevin Is Uneasy Lest His Beauty 
Be a Fatal Gift. 


Minnie May, the young woman who has 
been playing Kathleen to the St. Kevin of 
Capt. Fred Anderson, Belleville’s Salvation 
Army leader, has dropped out of sight. 

She hasn't killed the Captain. Anybody 
in Belleville can testify to that. And he 
hasn’t yielded to her blandishments. He 


will swear to that. 

Where Minnie May has gone nobody in 
Belleville'seems to know. The police are 
not looking for her very sedulously, They 
think in a dim, hazy sort of way that she 
has left the town, but they are not sure, 
and Captain Anderson still wears a worried 
look. He is threatened with strabismus as 
a result of trying to look six ways at once 
to avoid being surprised by a bright-eyed 
young woman with a large open-faced re- 


volver. 
The story of Minnie May’s pursuit of the 
Captain has been told in the Post-Dispatch. 
Captain Anderson is a pleasant-faced 
young man, fairly intelligent, and appar- 
ently steeped in religious fervor. 


A Post-Dispatch reporter found him at 
his desk in the barracks Thursday night. 
He told the story of his relations with Min- 
nie May in an artless fashion. 

“Six years ago,” he said, “I was living 
in Galesburg with my uncle. I was work- 
ing in a grocery store, and was a 
sinner, a godless young man, until I attend- 
ed a Salvation Army revival. At the meet- 
ing I met Mimnie May, the daughter of a 
prosperous farmer near Galesburg. We 
consoled each other and helped each oth- 
er along in the way of the Lord. We were 
both saved. She professed conviction in 
the morning, and the same night, thank 
God, I became a Salvationist. She came to 
my uncle’s home that night and prayed 
with me. She had had some trouble with 
her folks, and had no place to go, so I 
prevailed on my uncle to give her a home 
with us. I was very happy over being 
saved. I thought Minnie a good girl until 
she began to look at me ina Strange way. 
Then I thought her mind was not the Lord’s, 
and began to fear that I had made a mis- 
take in bringing her home. 

“On the third day after our conversion 
I went to her room and told her that she 
must go elsewhere. She looked at me 
again in that worldly way and threw her 
arms around my neck, saying that she 
loved me and could not do without me. 
was horrified at this unholy confession, and 
tore myself away from her. When if left 
she was in tears. and I was sad to think 
that her profession of religion had not been 
sincere, She left the house. 

me pereavered in the way of the Lord, 
trave te about with the Army. It was in 
Moline, Ill., that I saw the girl for the sec- 
ond time. f was leading.a revival there and 
after one of the meetings she came to me 
again with that worldly look still In her 
eyes and told me she loved me still. I told 
her that I was in the service of the Lord 
and could not listen to her. Then I knelt 
down and prayed for her, begging the Lord 
to put her in the way of salvation. 

“She attended the meetings in Moline and 
when I would look out over the crowd I 
could always see those big brown eyes star- 
ing at me with the same ungodly look. 

“IT traveled around the State a great deal, 
eee never saw her again until she came 
ere, 

“Tuesday morning she walked into this 
room while I was reading my Bible and pre- 
paring to lead the evening service. She 
was gentle and lady-like in manner, but 
there was the old look in her eyes. She 
put a box of roses on my desk, saying they 
were for me and were the finest she could 
buy in St. Louis. Again she told me she 
loved me, but I was strong in the Lord and 
would not listen to her. 

“I called in my brother and some of the 
iris of the Army. We read the Bible to 
er and then we all knelt down and prayed 
for her. 

“She went away. That night I saw her at 
the open-air meeting. The look in her eyes 
had changed. I was afraid she might cre- 
ate a scene, 60 I asked the policeman to 
watch her. I heard afterwards that she 
had stood in front of the barracks with a 
revolver. 

“Wednesday morning she came here again, 
She told me she would either make me love 
her or kill me. Her manner was changer 
entirely. She told me that since she left 
my house at Galesburg she had been a 
desperate woman. She said she had shot 
@ man in Iowa and had served time for the 
crimne; that she had stabbed a woman in 
Oskaloosa, Io., and had been declared in- 
Sane, and escaped from the asylum. She 
said she had dressed in men’s clothes and 
traveled on the bumpers of freight cars. 

I know she is a bad woman and very 
desperate. Why, her actions since she 
has been here have surprised the roughest 
characters, even the police. She was not 
at the meeting last night, but I am told 
she was prowling around the barracks after 
ll ofclock. One of my friends who saw 
her says that she went to the side door, 
but found it locked and went away. She 
promised the police last night that she 
would leave to-day on the 12:53 train. I 
do not think she did. I expect te see her 
at the meeting to-night. She is desperate 
enough to put on men’s clothing and shoot 
at me in the wae square. 

Of course know that the Lord will 
protect me, but I do not think a Christian 
should walk into danger. 

“I have @ notion to put my Meutenant in 
charge of the meeting to-night and stay 
here in the barracks and watch the street 
from the window just to see whether she is 
still prowling around.” 
The Captain did not carry out his inten- 
tion. He led the meeting in the Public 
Square. He was perceptibly nervous and 
scanned the crowd apprehensively, looking, 
pormape. for those eyes whose expression 
ad changed from a love he abhorred as sin- 
ful to a hate whose consequences he feared. 
The woman did not show up, nor was she 
regent afterwards at the barracks, and 
apt. Anderson breathed freely for the first 
time in three Jays. 
He describes the woman as 25 years old, of 
medium size and very well dressed, usually 
wearing a white sailor hat, light shirt waist 
and black skirt. 

“She is,”” he said, “a handsome woman, 
from a worldly standpoint. Her hair is 
black and she has most wonderful eyes, 
large and brown, and very bright. I un- 
derstand she has been known In various 
pee as Minnie May, Minnie Armstrong, 

innie Wilson and Miss Lee. Her right 
name is Minnie May.”’ 
The police of Belleville claim to know very 
little about the woman. They say they 
ave no official record about her except 
sg Anderson’s request for police protec- 

on. 

One policeman made her move on a couple 
of times when she was hanging about the 
meetings. They say ney do not know 
where she stopped in the city, but think she 
has left town.
